Fishing Season 
Open May 30th 


Truckee River And Lake 
Tahoe Exception To 
Rule, Open May Ist 


We are a little hesitant about 
writing this item about the open- 
ing of the fishing season here and 
hereabouts, for there seems always 
to be some ‘smart fellow” willing to 
attempt to take advantage of a pos- 
sibility of a mis-understanding. 

The kernel of this situation lies 
in where you may fish on May Ist. 
You may fish in the Truckee River 
and its tributaries, in Lake Tahoe 
and in Donner Lake, beginning May 
1st and continuing until October 
15th. 

The law doesn’t say that you can 
fish in the Upper Truckee, but 
there will be someone who will at- 
tempt to classify that stream as a 
tributary of the Truckee, or we 
miss our guess. 

All of the streams flowing into 
Lake Tahoe are closed until May 
30th, and some of them may be 
closed after that date by executive 
order. 

Otherwise, everywhere in El Do- 
rado, Amador, Calaveras, Tuolum- 
'ne and Mariposa counties, where 
fishing has started in some streams 
on May lst, the new rule is that 
there is no legal fishing until May 
| 30th.

European peace; that Soviet Rus- 
Sia will be brought into the program 
for pacifying and driving out Al- 
lied influence in the Balkans and 
that the Reich will be satisfied only 
with capitulation of Great Britain. 

In London, Prime Minister Ne- 
ville Chamberlain reviewed the Al- 
lied position in the face of a long 
series of Nazi diplomatic triumphs 
and clarified the British and the 
French determination to carry the 
war through against Nazism. 

Fully realizing that any peace now 
could be only a German triumph, 
the British and French press con- 
tinued to call for governmental 
changes that would speed up prosé- 
cution of the conflict and make 
amends for diplomatic defeats that 
already have sealed the German 
north flank against attack and has 
threatened to seal the southeastern 
European front against the Allies. 
Both Allied governments were un- 
der increasingly sharp criticism. 

In Rome and Vatican City, the| 
emphasis was on the possibility of 
peace discussions in which there was 
an obvious effort to interest the 
United States.
